Indian Navy, 

Commander Tcj Krishna Sachdev was ihe senior olliccr ol 
n Mine Counter Measures Squadron diun'ng ihc intncsweep- 
ing operations m Bunglndcsb. The Pakistan Navy had mined 
the coastal urea and approaches to various harbours in 
Bangladesh as a measure of defence against any attack. After 
Ihe cessation of hostilities, clearance of these mines became 
essential as no ship could otherwise enter these ports with- 
out the danger of being 1 blown up. Commander Sachdev 
w;is ordered to plan and execute the sweeping of these live 
mines with, utmost urgency. It was the first time in the his- 
tory of the Nayy that Indian Naval Ships were going 10 
undertake clearance of live mines. The job called for de- 
tailed planning, collection of necessary stores, spares and ex- 
Icnshe training of the personnel. He toLjk up the" challenge 
and planned the operations with utmost care and thoroughness 
and tie established a 20 mile long and one mile wide channel 
through the mine-fields off Cbittiigong, in a record lime 
without any casualty. 

Throughout, Commander Toj Krishna Saclxlev displayed 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty. 

2. Lieutenant Commander BHUPINDER S1NC1H ACH- 
RKJA ;X). Indian Navy, 

lieutenant Commander Hhupindei’ Singh Achreja was 
commissioned in July 1958 and qualified as a pilot in May 
1959: He was selected for an Indian Naval Air Squadron 

and embarked on board the Carrier in the United Kingdom 

in July 1961. He completed over 300 flying hours and 125 
Week landings in his first tenure in the Indian Naval Air 
Squndrot;, He has completed three tenures in the front line 
lighter Squadron and his logged over 650 hours on Sea 
Hawks and 260 accident-free deck, landings on board the 
Currier by day and night. He WHS the Senior Pilot of the 
Indian Air Squadron in his last tenure in the Squadron, 
During March, 1965, while flying from the Carrier, 

he carried out an emergency barrier arrest in u Seu 

Hawk. He is the only pilot to have earned out an emer- 
gency barrier landing on board with no damage to the air- 
craft at all. He was a member of the aerobatics team which 
put up commendable performance in 1971 during various 
exercises and. displays for visiting dignitaries. 

'throughout. Lieutenant Commander Bhupinder Singh Ach- 
reja displayed courage and' devotion to duty. 

3. Lieutenant Commander SAII.ESH RANJAN DEB 
GUPTA (X), Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant. Commander Sailcsh Ranjan Dev Gupta was the 
Captain of u Helicopter which was detailed to rescue civi- 
lians who were marooned by floods near Madurai on the 
18th December, 197.1. On arrival, he observed that the area 
was fully flooded and the survivors perched on tree tops, 
telegraph poles and other floating obiccis. ft was impossible 
to land anywhere and the only method available to rescue 
the survivors was to winch them up which itself was very 
hazardous. The survivors were also in a slate of mental 
shock which made the problem even more difficult. The 
rescus wus so hazardous that a civilian helicopter was lost 
earlier in the same . area whilst attempting rescue. Inspile of 
these serious hazards, he decided to undertake the operation 
and lowered one of the crew of his helicopter who helped 
survivors into the rescue strap and thus rescued 18 survivors, 
including, a small child. 

Lieutenant Commander Sailcsh Ranjun Deb Gupta, thus dis- 
played professional skil, courage and devotion to duty. 

4. Lieutenant Commander JA1 GOPAL (X), Indian Navy. 

Lieutenant Commander Jai Gopal was the first Naval Ob- 
server to be selected for Navigator's training with the Indian 
Air Lorce, On completion o[ Navigator's training, lie was 
selected t(i uo in Lranca lot an Indian Naval Air Squadron.

Lieutenant Bansi Lai Sharma was ths second in command 
of one of the Indian " Naval Minesweepers and the Squadron 
Torpedo and Anti-Submarine Officer of the Mine Counter 
Measures Squadron, when the ship was deployed for clear- 
ance of mines in Bangladesh. He was entrusted with the 
vital task of planning for the live minesweeping 
operations off Pusur River and Chittagong, embarkation ot 
minesweeping equipment and working up the minesweeping 
crew. This wus achieved with utmost meticulous c a re and 
foresight. The morale of the crew was very high throughout 
tht period of operations and they were well organised into 
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Jv harmonious fighting unit, under his inspiring leadership. In 
February, 1972, when his commanding oilicer Suddenly fell 
ill, he assumed command and sailed other ships of his squadron 
through mined waters which were heavily fouled with fish- 
ing stakes, wrecks and sailing/fishing boats off Chittagong 
for minesweepLng Operations. During this period, the firs!, 
live mine was detected and disposed of successfully. He was 
also responsible for rescuing 34 survivors including the 
Captain of Indian Merchant Ship YISHWA KUSUM which 
was abandoned after an explosion off Chittagong. 

Throughout, Lieutenant Bansi Lai Shurma displayed 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty. 

8. Lieutenant AJ1T TiWARI (X), Indian Navy. 

lieutenant Ajit Tiwari was the Commanding Officer of one 
of the Indian Naval Minesweepers, which were deployed for 
the clearance of mines in Bangladesh in January, 1972. 
The Pakistan Navy, during the hostilities, had mined the 
co_astai area and approaches to various harbours in Banfjlaj: 
desh as a measure of defence against any attack. After the 
ce.ssatiQp of hostilities, clearance- of these mines became a 
mattpr of paramount importance, because no ship could 
otherwise enter these ports without the danger of being blown 
up. It was affecting the sea borne trade of Bangladesh ad- 
versely.

agro_und off Great Coco Island, north of the Andamans is 
April 1972. He was detailed to take charge of various 
seamanship evolutions, during this salvage operation. The 
work involved wading through chest deep sea water, during 
day and nifiht, climbing the wreck, guiding his party to lay 
wires on the sea bed, bouying the wires with 45 gallon drums 
and A pending Ions hours in boat to achieve the above task- 
He accomplished the above task in a most commendable 
manner. The devotion to duty and promptness displayed by 
him were a source of inspiration to the members of his party.

On the 241h March, 1972. Naval Divers were called Upon 
to clear the impediments in the under-water installations of 
flurmah Shell Refineries Limited at Horn bay. The task was 
successfully completed within two days. During the entire 

divine; operation, Master Chief Petty Officer Ganpat Singh 
worked underwater for prolonged periods under adverse con- 
ditions and removed large iiccummulation of barancles and 
other marine nrowth >>;rap the euides and opening surfaces 
of the blind Rales and sill. He showed tremendous skill in 
iHiidinf! the heavy sled blind eatles into the guides under 

water in nil visibility. Suon after, he took part in the diving 

operations at Bhavnagar l'ro m 2nd to 10th April, 1972. 

The tusk of diving in swift and dangerou; under water cur- 
rents in the area was challenging and risky. Once aUain, 
he rose to the occasion and dived time and nsain at a great 
personal risk. His determination and skill in diving were a 
great source of courage to his fellow diver, who was assisting 
him.

In April, 1972, at the request of the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission, a Naval Diving Team was sent to carry out 
divins operations at Bhavnagar. Petty Officer Jlba Nand 
'f hapliy;il was a member of the teami during the diving ope- 
rations, from 2nd to 10th April. 1972. At the locale of the 
divine operation.;, high tidal ranges, treacherous underwater 
currents and nil visibility conditons underwater, made diving 
hazardous. In spite of these impediments, he voluntarily 
undertook the task of diving at u great personal risk. He 
stiiyed under water for prolonged periods and gave invalu- 
able assistance and moral support to his fellow diver. During 
seven day a of divinft operations, he remained underwater for 
long periods thereby saving diving efforts, as new divers take 
long to settle down. He showed great grit and skill in hand- 
ing the heavy cumbersome anodes underwater in very strong

12. MQHAN DAS PER1NCHER1, Leading Air Handler 
(Air Crew Diver) No. 89175. Indian Navy, 

Mohan Das pcrincheri was the winch operator of a Heli- 
copter provided at the request of the Government of Tamil 
Nadu to effect, rescue of the civilians who were marooned by 
llo.Qd. in the river Yaigal near Madurai on the 18th Decem- 
ber, 1971. The survivors were perched upon tree tops, tele- 
iiraoh Doles and oihcr floating objects. Shock and exhaustion 
had incapacitated 'heir mental and physical powers. The 
rescue cpyld only be effected bv winching up these survivors. 
This operation required the hiRhest degree of concentration 
and skill. He was not onlv required to winch up the sur- 
vivors but also to utiide the pilot in hovering on the correct 
spot, and to warn him afiainst any nearby obstructions. The 
winching up operations required utmost alacrity and speed 
due to limitation of 'fuel. He executed the winching i\n with 
Sisal efficiency, devotion to dutv and remarkable concentra- 
tion ;uid thus rescued 18 survivors, including a small child. 

Throughout, Mohan Das Pcrincheri, Leading Air Handler, 
displayed courage and devotion to duty. 

13. PHAKAM PRAKASH Seaman 1st Class UW 3 
(Ship Diver) No. 91956. 

Bcl'iice th.e Pakistan Arm_y had surrendered at Dacca, they 
had dumped large quantities of currency, coins and other 
valuables j jit o the Karnaphuli river. On the 3rd July. 1972, 
at the request of the A Bungladesh Bank, Indian Naval Divers 
undertook diving operations at Chittagone. to recover the 
coins and valuables. .Dharam Prakash, Seaman 1st Class, 
took part in the diving operations for seven days. River 
Karnaphuli flows at an average rate of 6 knots, Therefore, 
diving operations had to be conducted only at low water 
slacks, when the out flow slowed down. But the period of 
low water slack was very short and divers had to work very 
fast to do maximum possible during this period. Eight 
months had elapsed since the coins and valuables were 
dumped in the river and these were deeply embeded in the 
sill. Notwithstanding the adversities, the sailor set himself 
to the lask with meal; determination and a verv high sense 
oC duy. On manv occasions, in total disregard to his own 
safety, the sai'or dived to make the recovery operations a 
success. During these operations coins worth 46,517 Pakis- 
tani Rupees were recovered besides large quantities of Gold 
and Silver ornaments and some arms and ammunitions. 
Dharam Prakash was largely instrumental for this recovery. 

Thro.tichotit, Dharam Prakash. vSeaman 1st Class, displayed 
couraije and devotion to dutv. 

14. RAMACHANDRA ATH1RAMAN, Engine Room Arti- 
ficer. 3rd Class, Number 52576, Indian Navy. 

Ramnchandra Athiraman, Engine Room Artificer, was serv. 
ing on board one of the Indian. Naval Minesweepers which 
were deployed for the clearance of mines in Bangladesh 
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waters. He WHS responsible for the high operational readiness 
of the ship. Jt was to his credit that' an Inshore Mine- 
sweeper, a small ship, could traverse from Bombay to Bangla- 
desh, a distance of 2500 miles, inspito of the. fact Lhat tfce 
ship's enainps had already been overworked during the hosti- 
lities wilh Pakistan. During the mineswespintf operations, he 
worked endlessly, with limited resources, rectfying defects, 
disregarding his personal comforts. When the ship was en- 
gaged in clearing minps in the Pussur river, Uic pulse generator 
of the ship developed defects. Artificer Athiraman, in utter 
disregard tQ his personal safety, went down to the. generator 
room, while the ship was in the minefield, rectified the de- 
fects und thus enabled the ship to complete its task success- 
fully. Again when the ship was returning to harbour, 
one of the o'iesel generators caught fire evolving a lot of 
smoke. There was a likelihood of fire spreading to the fuel 
tank and main engines. ‘The only way the lire could be 
stopped was by cuttjnc off ths fuel supply lo the fteperator. 
Artificer Athiraman appreciating ihc danger to the ship went 
inBide the Engine Room and closed the fuel supply. In the 
process, he fell unconscious und had to be pulled out and 
given artificial respiration. 

Throughout.. Ramachandra Alhiraman Engine. Room Artificer, 
displayed courage and devotion to duty.
